Although called by the Government, 
his testimony apparently told in fa- 
vor of the defense.

Washington, July 23.—Special Com- 


missioner 
Rockhill at Peking has 


telegraphed the state department an- 
nouncing that a plan for the payment 
of the indemnity to the powers by the 
Chinese government finally had been 
adopted. The 
amortization of tho 


bonds to be issued will be begun in 
-miv> 
anri tho niRT) c-ontemolates the 


entire liquidation of both principal 
and interest by 1940. It is expected 
that China will raise 23.000,000 tac-'s 
annually. This sum will he used to pay 
the interest on the bonds and to form 
a sinking fund for the ultimate liquid- 
ation of the principal. 


Mr. Rockhill's dispatch was very 


brief and did not go into any details. 
From their knowledge of the general 
basis upon which the ministers have 
been working, howtnor. stats depait- 
ment officials have a general idea of 
the conclusions reached.

amount of indemnity which China will 
ha\e 
to pay will aggregate 450.000.ouO

Each year the interest will grow le.~s 
and the amount set aside for the sink- 
ing fund will increase, so that by 10-10, 
when the bonds are to be liquhijted, 
the interest will be almost normal. 


The sources of revenue for the pay- 


ment of the indemnity, as understood 
here, are to be deiived from gabelle 
or salt tax. the maritime customs and 
the likin tax, a portion to be taken 
from each. 


The principle of the payment of the 


indemnity having been determined 
upon, what remains now is to devolve 
a plan for its execution. This is no 
regarded as a serious problem. The 
bonds guaranteeing the indemnity are 
to be distributed among the various 
powers on the basis agreed upon here- 
tofore. There will be no international 
guarantee, but it is expected that the 
governments to whom the bonds are 
allotted, will see to it that the pur- 
chasers'will be safe in their invest- 
ments. 
State department officers ap- 


prehend no trouble upon the part of 
the various governments in disposing 
of these securities. 


Governor Allen at Washington. 


Washington, July 23.—Governor Al- 


len of Porto Rico came here direct 
from Canton O., where he saw the 
'president. The governor will now con- 
fer with state department officials, 
making a detailed report upon his ad- 
ministration. As to his personal plans 
little is Imown here, but it is accepted 
among officials here as practicaly set- 
tled that he will not return to Porto 
Rico. It is said he may remain heie 
until after the issue of the president's 
proclamation July 25 announcing free 
trade with Porto Rico. The belief is 
he will then relinquish his office, in 
which event the nomination of Wil- 
liam H. Hunt of Montana, secretary 
of the island, is regarded as probable.

Church avenue, Allegheny, Pa., aged 


84 years. 


Mr. Hogg was one of the most wide- 


ly known residents of Pittsburg and 
Allegheny and one of the founders of 
.the firm of Totter & Co. 


Up until a few weeks ago Mr. Hogg 


was able to .go about the streets of 
Allegheny 
unaccompanied. He had 


lived there most all bis life. 


Mr. Hogg'3 ill'ness came upon him 


most unexpectedly. He had been out 
on one of his usual walks a coui>!e of 
weeks ago and complained of weak- 
ness on his return home. From that 
day he grew weaker daily nin'til his 
death. His wife and a number of close 
friends and relatives were at his bed- 
side when the end oame. 


Mr. Hogg was one of the old school

The only 
chance of saving him lay in getting the 
one witness for the prosecution, Roger 
Toms, out of the way. But this was 
difficult, for Toms, knowing well that 
his life was in danger, had taken ref- 
uge on 'board a revenue cutter, which 
he never left. However, certain influ- 
ential and responsible persons whom 
she could trust sought his wife and pre- 
vailed upon her to use her influence to 
lure her husband away from the neigh- 
borhood of his protectors the first time 
that he landed to see her. 


Satisfied that no violence would be 


offered him and anxious to save him 
from tbe -disgrace of bis comrade's 
blood, sbe consented and was tbe 
means of bis falling into an ambush. 
The word given, however, was faith- 
fully kept No injury or unnecessary 
discomfort was inflicted upon him, but 
he was spirited away to Guernsey, with 
the intention of sending him to some 
place where be would be out of the 
way and unable to givevevldence at tbe 
time of the trial. But Toms was traced 
by tbe government officers to Guernsey 
and found in tbe bold of a ship just 
sailing for America.

amounted to this: That be. Toms, was 
in" the cabin of tbe Lottery during tbe 
attack and that Potter bad come down 
and said, "I have done for one of 
them." 


For tbe defense an old coast guards- 


man, one of the boat's crew of which 
the murdered man was a member, was 
called, and he swore that Bowden was 
killed by an accidental shot fired by 
one of themselves, and in confirmation 
of this it was shown that the sbot had 
entered bis breast, he rowing the bow 
oar of a boat going toward the ship. 


However, the smugglers had fired on 


the boats, that was evident, and some 
one ought to be hanged, so judge and 
jury were not particular to a technical- 
ity or two. and Tom Potter was con- 
demned and executed. 


Tbe fate of Roger Toms, who inform- 


ed against him, was a far worse one. 
The people of his native town execrat- 
ed him. Even his children were brought 
up to detest him, for his name was .1 
byword of reproach. lie would certain- 
ly have been killed if he had gone free- 
ly about, so he remained in a menial 
capacity within the walls of Newgate 
till the day of his death.—New York 
News.

Adjutant Ger.eral Corbin's visit here 


will probably result in radical econom- 
ical and administrative reforms in the 
army of occupation. It is estimated 
the tctal cost of maintaining the 
American army in the Philippines can 
be reduced by GO per cent in the 
course of one year.-- The principal 
change will be the reduction of the 
present force to between 20,000 and 
,?0,000 men. 
The abolishment of the 


present army districts is contemplat- 
ed, and three brigades, with perma- 
nent headquarters at Manilla, Dagu- 
pan and Iloilo or Cebu. will be insti- 
tuted in their stead. The troops will 
be concentrated at three points select- 
ed, abandoning all minor posts. 


These changes will result in an 


enormous saving in the transportation 
of supplies and the paying of rental 
for barracks for the soldiers. At pres- 
ent, in most towns, the troops are 
quartered in churches, convents and 
public and private buildings, for the 
use of which considerable rentals are 
paid. In the majority- of other cases, 
where the troops do not occupy pub- 
lic buildings, it is believed rental 
should be paid for quarters if their 
occupancy is continued, since these 
regions are pacified and the inhabit- 
ants have sworn allegiance. 


Adjutant General Corbin and Gen- 


eral Chaffee have decided upon the 
construction of barracks at the pump- 
ing station, about six miles from Ma- 
nilla, and the source of the city's 
water supply, to accommodate three 
regiments cf infantry, one of cavalry 
end eight batteries of artillery, as 
well as a general commissary and 
quartermaster's -storehouse to cost 
$100,000. The erection of the latter 
building" will reduce expenses by $20,- 
000 a month, being the rentals paid'for 
the 
commissary and quartermaster 


storehouses in Manilla alone. .An 
electric railroad, connecting the doc'ks 
on 'the Pasig river and the new store- 
house, will be constructed.

Corbirf and Chaffee have also decided 
upon one general military hospital to 
replace the seven military hospitals 
in Manilla and vicinity.
